Campaign 


“APPLY ITS 


“For almost a generation the 
Boer War has been. cast into tho 
shadow by the World War. Now 
we are rediscovering it,” writes 
Captain B. H. Liddell Hart in the 
Daily Telegraph, 

Since the remarkable success of 
Denis Reitz’n “Commando,” a suc- 
cexalon of books have revived In- 
torent In the Boer War by remind: 
ing us of the interest of a cam- 
patyn no fluid and so different 
from the drab conditions of 
Flanders. 

The next stage is likely to be 
fresh exploration of its lessons, 
Indeed, a considerable part of the 
Army exercises during August and 
September are being based on 
“Boer tactics.” It will be all to 
the good if wo reapply its ex- 
perience, especially towards quic- 
kening the mobility of action and 
command, 

Ihave been prumpted recently to 
disinter and xv through the tomes 
which contain the “Minutes of 
Evidence taken before the Royal 
Commission on the War in South 
Africa.” They were not only 
thick, but thick in dust. Yet out 
of the dust emerged some surpris- 
ing Hight on our future leadership 
in 1914-1918. 

HMalg.on Use of Cavalry. 

Naturally it was a first concern 
to ‘ee what the more famous 
futur future leaders of 1914-1918 
had to say, what prophecios and 
proposals they offered. 

One was somewhat staggered at 
reading this confident opening de- 
claration by the future Lord Haig: 
“Cavalry will have a larger sphere 
of action In future wars.” 

He went on to say: “Besides 
being used before, during, and 
after a battle, aa hitherto, we must 
expect to see it employed strate- 
gically on a much larger scale than 
formerly.” 

There is no need, even for the 
lay reader, to emphasise the con- 
trast between this expectation and

the event, French, Germans, and 
Ruasiana certainly had unexampied 
maasen of cavalry ready for strate- 
gic action at the outbreak of war. 
But thoir actual effect was, trivial. 
From 1916 on, cavalry, masses were 
brought up regularly before each 
battle, waited during it, and went 
home after it—p-‘spectaclo that 
wna as pathetically ineffectual as 
the qucue outside an unemploy- 
ment office. 

It Is fair to mention that Haig’s 
forecast was to some extent based 
on the cavalry’s new possession of 
“an effective firearm.” But the 
relnforcoment that the carbine 
gave to sword and lance in attack 
was to prove no adequate counter-

We urged, 
instead, that they needed heavy 
artillery throwing a larger shell, 
But it was left to the Germans to 
demonstrate the essential value of 
such a weapon, while our unfor- 
tunate infantry suffered all 
through 1916 and even 1916 from 
want of the heavy field artillery 
that alone could crush trench 
defences, 

Save for Sir Inn Hargilton, there 
in strangely little emphasia in the 
ovidence of these future 1914-1918 
commanders that they had read

That farsighted suggestion was 
still more emphatic in Gen. Paget's 
evidence; he declared that motors

assistance.” Sir Archfvald Hunter 
remarked that for training officers, 
“if IL had motor-cars I ahoutd be 
employing them in every Volunteer 
regiment, every Militia regiment, 


“the writing om the wall” and 
realised the dominating power of 
fire defence and the supreme dim- 
culty of crossing the bullet-awept 
zone. Even he, if he did aot under- 
rate it, waa too sanguine as to the: 
poasibitity of overcoming it: But 
here he held the justifiable belief 
that by exploiting aurprise and 
stalking methods the advantages of 
the defence could be nullified.

Most prophetic of all Hamilton's 
suggestions is that of providing 
Infantry with “steel shields on 
wheels” to enable them to crass 
No Man's Land and Rain an initial 
lodgment in the enemy's position. 
If not so explicit, thia foreshadow- 
Ing of the tank antedaten even that 
of H. G. Wells! 

When we remember Neuve 
Chapelle, Aubers Ridge, Featubert, 
and Loos—how our infantry were 
thrown away In oft-repeated ate 
tacks, while G.H.Q. gave Iittle on- 
couragement to tit pioneers of the 
tank—it certainly seems a pity]. 
that In November, 1914, Kitchener 
did not fulfil his intention of re- 
placing French by Hamilton as 
Commander-in-Chief.
